[NDEPENDENT REPORTS of 
what went on in Italy dur- 


ing the fateful days of the]. 


height of the crisis and the 
outbreak, of the war shed 
much new light on the causes 
and motives of the country’s 
present neutrality. - 

IN ' THE - MIDDLE’ OF 
AUGUST, the Italo-German, 
Inilitary alliance had ‘just, 
‘béen concluded and thei Axis 
appeared more solid than ever 
before. By the end of the 
month, Count Ciano, appalled 
by the inevitability of war re. 
sulting from, Hitler's decision 
to march on Poland, swung 
over from the Axis camp to- 
!wards the point of view. held 
by Dino Grandi, an advocate 
of co-operation with Britain. 
Grandi, recalled from London, 
was given a post and a voice 
on the Council of ‘Ministers. 
General Graziani, one of the 
country’s outstanding com~- 
manders, was placed in charge 
of the troops not on the 
French frontier but on 
the Brenner .Pass. Starace, 
Farinacci and Alfieri, chief 
protagonists of the German 
alliance within the Fascist 
Party lost much of their in- 
fluence: The voick of Gayda 
was’ hushed. Il Duce hinted 
at: loopholes in the military 
arrangement with the Reich 
and assumed the role of last- 
minute peacemaker. * 

THE GENERAL MOBILISA- 
TION of the army .was first 
ordered then rescinded. When 
the war broke out Italy was 
not only not a participant but 
she was not even mobilized, 


-/'On September 4 the neutrality 


of the country was officially 
proclaimed, the Mediter- 
Tanéan was opened, and, with- 
in a few days, airplane motors 
were leaving Italy’s factories 
to fill orders from. France 
while Welsh coal was hetng 
unloaded in her ports. 


OBSERVERS RECORD that 
during the month. of August: 
the country stood nearer to an 
anti-Fascist. revolt: than at 
any time since the March on 
Rome. All that was lacking 
was effective leadership. Dur- 
ing the Axis honeymoon there 
had been:a feeling that Italy’ 
was being sold down the river 
to Hitler, and.the presence of 
thousands’ of. arrogant Nazi 
officials, Gestapo bloodhounds 
and itleht- fisted “Strength 
through Joy” tourists gave this 
feeling concrete corrobora- 
tion, The. entire population 
was sullenly resentful of the 
way in’ whicti Italy was being 
dragged to war in the rear of 
the German steamroller. Dis- 
content found open expres- 
sion. The announcemient, ‘of 
neutrality, assuring the coun- 
try of: at least pico 
peace Jed to an explosion 
relief. The’ people of Ita 
had been shoved willy-nilly 
into the. unpopular wars-in 
Abyssinia and Spain. They 
had, and have, no stomach for 
tHe greater catastrophe. 

WITH AN EYE to both eX~., 
ternal and. internal dangers, 
the regime wavered: pre- 
cariously, and its uncertainty. 
was reflected by the fact that, 
for the first time in imany 
years, ‘something ‘like ' free 
speech | was again heard in 
Italy. “Homes. and public 
places rung with spirited dis- 
-eussions of the international 
‘situation, and strong opinions 
were expressed.
